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There is as old adage that too many 
cooks spoil the broth, la the last year we 
hare been proving this theory, and hare 
pretty effectually shown that too many pol- 
iticians ruin the country. If a general 
scrap-book of all the methods, from Critten- 
den a resolution* down to Lincoln ■ procla- 
mation, had been kept, it would have 
formed a neat little libmry in Itself that 
would oeeapy a single gsa ds n s a the better 
part of bis life. They are aa piebald, 
speckled and dappled as Jacob's sheep. We 
suppose, however, any wondering at the 
•potted appearance of the propositions 
could get the answer the Yankee gave to 
one who was inquisitive about the freckled 
butter he was huckstering in market. ‘‘Talk 
about that butter’s not cornin' fresh from 
the caow and churned this mornin'; bless 
yeur purty eyes, marm, its got the taste of 
the buttermilk onto it; and as to them 
speckles in the butter, Lord, ma am, you 
oughter sea what a speckled caow mother 
milks.” 

That accounted for the milk in the eocoa- 
nut, and any one looking at the variety of 

minds which constitute the people of these 
divided United States of Amerioa, will be 
disposed rather to be proud at the differ- 
ence than to sneer at the ineffectuality of 
Union propositions. The dappled cow has 
given freckled butter, and even if It is 
huckstered in the public mart, it is the gen- 
uine article fresh from the ehurn-daeher. 

All of these propositions claim an honor- 
able basis, except that “Lincoln's procla- 
mation,’' which has just wind enough in it 
to make an excellent football for the peo- 
ple, and even that, in the minds of many 
excellent unreflecting men, claims a legiti- 
mate parentage. We see some papers ap- 
proving it, which are ably edited, but they 
touch the question with great timidity. 
Whereas the Abolitionists, and editors of that 
stripe, come at the question with the blind 
ignorance of the bull that butt the locomo- 
tive off the bridge. l • 

All of them have, however, this to recom- 
mend them: that the avowed purpose is a 
restoration of the Union. Like the mite so- 
cieties, each gives something. All of theie 
propositions should be thrown into the chip- 
basket. J 1 

The people have just been looking over 
these returns in the Northern States, and 
to the infinite disgust of the Abolitionists, 
have thrown out all of the peculiar proposi- 
tions bearing upon th* peculiar institution. 
We have resumed our original position, and 
after the rejection of the chaff have at 
length, as we firmly believe, settled upon 
one, and the only practioable proposition, 
‘The Union, the Constitution and the en- 
forcement of the laws.” This may not ap- 
pear at present in all its full force, yet no 
one who has watched the progress of events 
doubts it. 

This war, whieh ia right, was begun 
wrong, and has followed up the channel of 
wrong throughout. It will oome back into 
bolder and more decisive hands. The re- 
bellion has one particular weed to put in its 
pips and smoke — that the party which has 
carried on all the wars since the revolu- 
tion has taken this war in hand. It is no 
longer the feeble hand of “Republicanism'' 
that holds the reins or runs the machine, 
bat that bold, dashing Northwest party, 
which will aak what it wants and will 
have it 

It may be said that these new members 
of Congress don't go immediately into 
office, and, therefore, thatthe elections will 
not have the proper practical effect. It 
Isn’t th# new members of Congress that is 
one of the moat important results in the 
late contest. It ia the moral effect of the 
late victory. It is the known and published 
will of the people, to which Presidents and 
Cabineta must bow or break. We don't, 
therefore, apprehend anything from what 
that wreck or reckless bedy may do; nor do 
we feel any uneasi ness upon the subject of ! 
proclamations. 

We believe that the day of shooting pa- 
per wada has passed. W r e don t believe ! 
that the President will dare, in the face of 
the people, to undertake to execute his 
proclamation, and we are very certain the 
army will not touch it if he does. In Re- 
publics, armies are not altogether blind 
machines in the hands of rulers. 



l^*Wby, jt is asked by some, are not 
peace propositions offered to the Confeder- ! 
ates? Certainly, all persons are anxious 
for peace on a proper basis. We suppose 
there is no one so unnatural as to wish to j 
have the war carried on merely for the! 
luxury of destroying life, or laying waste 
the country, and the appeal sounds more 
reasonable on the surface than it is in faot. 
Those who Bincerely ask this question, 
should bear it in mind that there is, and 
has always been, an open and tangible j 
peace proclamation made, and open to the 
people in rebellion. They have only to ac- 
knowledge the Constitution in force over 
them, and return to their allegiance, and 
they cannot only have peace, but what is 
the highest liberality, have a vote upon the 
terms which they deem most acceptable. 
Let any State wanting peace elect members 
to the National Congress, and they will, as 
far as the United States is concerned, have 
peace at once, and not only peace, but pro- 
teotion. For this reason sinoere lovers ef 
peace should bear it in mind that we cannot I 
have it only because the rebels will not 
have peace upon the only terms whieh 
eould be constitutionally made by the Gov- 1 
eminent. We are at war because the rebels 
have their hands at our throats and refuse 
terms of asoommodation. The doctrine of 
Secession, which they wish to have acknowl- 
edged. would be fatal to the Union, not only 
in giving up the seceded States, but also in 
tka solemn affirmation that there was no 
real tie binding the States which remained 
loyal in the Union. It would not only lone 



us a tier of States, but would disintegrate 
the Federal Union. It would incorporate 
the doctrine of Secession, which the rebels 
have fixed in their Constitution, into our 
own, since no State could consistently be 
refused if it chose hereafter to secede. 

The theory ef the right of secession is 
manifestly absurd. Here a number of 
States have joined in partnership. When 
U is claimed to hs voluntary, we at once 
grant iAae far that they could have joined 
in the contract or not aa they pleased; but 
having one* joined, they are bound by the 
contract and cannot escape except under its 
provisions. Any individual has a right to 
strike a bargain or not; but having done ao, 
it would be manifestly unjust to say that 
he eonld repudiate ft, no matter with what 
injury to the oilier contracting party. 

It is thus with these States. “To effect a 
more perfect Union,” they signed that na- 
tional charter,' the Federal Constitution. 
How absurd this would be if any one State 
would immediately repudiate the Con- 
stitution. If that prinoiple is admitted the 
great charter ahoi^g reaj, “To form a more 
t mp rrOct Umod." end oertainly a more im- 
perfect Union could not be well devised. 
The Articles of Confederation read: “Arti- 
cles of Confederation and perpetual Union 
between the States of,” Ac. How absurd, 
then, would the Constitution be if, in form- 
ing a more “perfect Union,” it should, in 
fact, have said the Union was merely op- 
tionary. 

Those, however, who are fond of asserting 
that Federal authority would be a despot- 
ism over the States, from whieh they could 
not release themselves, willfully or ( igno- 
rantly overlook the fact that the Constitu- 
tion provides for everything, even to a dis- 
solution of the contract. By article 6th, 
two-thirds of the members of Congress, or 
two-thirds of the Stales, may propose 
amendments to th# Constitution, which will 
take effeet upon their adoption by three- 
fourths of the States. Here we see, first, that 
the obligations between any States and all 
of the Btates are reciprocal; that t hey are 
mutually bound; and the oonsent of a cer- 
tain number is necessary to effecte change. 
And, secondly, that a particular form ia 
necessary to amend the contract. 

It la self-evident that a State has no right 
to change or invalidate thia contract, much 
less lo utterly destroy it, without going 
through the necessary forms to obtain the 
oonsent of the other States. The Southern 
States did not ask for the benefit of this 
provision of the Constitution. In otter 
disregard of the rights of the other States, 
they chose to go out by force — to compel the 
other States to sacrifice whatever interest 
they might have in the whole Union. Thie 
article of the Constitution ia a standing 
pesos proposition to the seceded States — » 
proposition higher than Presidents and 
Cabinet#; and we ask any just-minded and 
sincere man whoth*' any more just propo- 
sition could be made than this which the 
framers of the Constitution incorporated 
into that instrument. It may be said that 
ths other States should tender them the 
benefit of this convention, but we submit 
that it would l>e utterly absurd to tender 
them what they repudiate already and 
utterly refuse to acknowledge. Directly 
they ask for the benefit of the proposition, 
or any of the seceded States aak for it, we 
hold that it should be immediately granted 
The Constitution offers it to them when 
they ask it, and how could any amendments 
be ratified when the necessary three-fourths 
of the States, owing to the repudiation of 
the Constitution by the seceded 8tates, 
could not be got to Tote upon it? Until 
some of (be Southern States ask it, it would 
be a barren proposition. Still it is a stand- 
ing proposition, the benefit of vhick they 
can claim at any time. 

WRJf Buell has not done all we hoped, 
oertainly Bragg has not done what we 
feared, and what he promised to do. He 
promised to liberate Kentucky and didn't 
do it. He said this was the last chance 
Kentuckians had to volunteer, and they 
still have all chances. Some silly Ken- 
tuckians volunteered, expecting Bragg to 
stay in this State, and he has carried them 
off to starve thia winter in the South. They 
have gone into exile, like Buckner. Bragg 
was expected to fight, but he didn’t. He 
inarched four or five hundred miles, and 
marched back worse off than when he start- 
ed. No doubt Bragg will get curses enough 
in Dixie; but he did the best ho could. It 
was dangerous to fight; safer to run. 

g^JThe Abolition press begin to croak 
over divisions in the loyal States. These 
will give aid and comfort to the enemy. 
They have made the divisions by their ill 
oouduct. Let them withdraw their ticket 
in every State and thus put an end to the 
divisions. If they will get out of politics 
with their “nigger,” divisions in the loyal 
States will cease. Let them take the plain 
effectual course to put an end to divisions 
which they deplore, or hold their peace.

Edit on Democrat — Gentlemen: On Mon- 
day, at 12 j o'clock, General Combs entered 
the city, escorted by forty cavalry of the 
Tenth Kentucky, commanded by Captain 
Ratcliffe, and took possesaion of tha city, 
himself acting as Provost Marshal. While 
Captain Ratcliffe was guarding tha outlets 
of the city, and picking up stragglers of 
Morgan's brigade, he caught one Lieutenant 
in eltiten a clothes. Captain Rateliffe re- 
turned the same night to Paris with hia 
prisoners. r 

Captain Wilgus, of the old Home Guards, 
went to Georgetown, on Monday afternoon, 
with a note from Gen. Combs to Gen. Gil- 
more, informing him of these facts, and at 
& o’clock yesterday morning a column of 
infantry, artillery and cavalry, under eem- 
mand of Acting Brigadier General P. F. 
•Swain, of First Brigade, First Division of 
advanced forces United States Army, en- 
tered tha city and passed through to the 
Fair Grounds, where they are now encamp- 
ed, in admirable order — say, five companies 
One Hundred and Third Ohio, commanded by 
Col. Casement, leading the brigade; followed 
by the One Hundreth Ohio, Colonel T. C. 
Groom, and One Hundred and Fourth Ohio, 
Col. Riley; ene section of the Seventeenth 
Ohio Battery, and about 100 cavalry of the 
Tenth Kentucky. 

This morning at daylight the remaining 
five companies of the One Hundred and 
Third Ohio, a portion of the Eighteenth 
Michigan, and n section of the Seventeenth 
Ohio Battery passed through the city to the 
fair grounds — all constituting the first bri- 
gade. 

We have never seen more orderly and 
well behaved troepa, and their General ia a 
model bfficer — mild, gentle, and polite — 
an edqsated Soldier — firm and rigid in dis- 
cipline — nq soldiers or officers infesting the 
city or redfhg through the streets. Col.

DBWTIirCTIOK n? A REBEL PRIVATEER IN 

CUBAN WATERS— Till EXCITEMENT IN 

HAVANA. 

By tha arrival of th* steamship Saxon, 
from Havana, wa have' dates from that 
eity to the 10th and from Vera Cruz to the 
1st instant. 

Considerable excitement has been caused 
at Havana, and throughout the entire 
Island, by an alleged “outrage” by the of- 
ficer! of an American man-of-war. The 
fkets of the case are briefly these: 

On the afternoon of the 7th instam a 
steamer was seen rapidly approaching th* 
Spanish coast, about six miles to the west- 
ward of the Moro Castle, pursued by a man- 
of-war. The steamer had British colors 
flying at th* time, and th* pursuer, frem her 
general appearance, was a United States 
vessel. The captain of the British ahip 
was clearly endeavoring to make for the 
harbor of Havana, but the American head- 
ed her off and the vessel was forced to run 
ashore. 

Launches were at once dispatched from 
the cruiser te capture the captain 
and crew, and to get off the steamer, if 
possible. No sooner had the launches 
touched the shore, however, when a detach- 
ment of Spanish soldiers were seen ap- 
proaching, on the appearance of whieh the 
commanders of the boats gave directions to 
fire the vessel, which was immediately 
done, and the launches returned to tha 
war steamer, taking with them the pilot of 
the destroyed vessel, whom they had cap- 
tured. The cruiser immediately proceeded 
to sea. The ahip destroyed proved to be the 
steamer Blanche, last from th* port of Mo- 
la to, where sh« had stopped for coal. 

Aa to her mission and to where ahe 
belonged accounts differ, some say that 
she was a slaver, others, doubtless more 
correct, affirm that she hailed from Port 
Lavacea, Texas, and had a cargo of cotton. 

Tha man-of-war ia supposed to have been 
either the “Daeotah " or “Montgomery,” but 
these suppositions are doubtless erroneous, 
as neither of these vessels could have been 
in that neighborhood at the time. 

The affair, aa above stated, had caused a 
great sensation among tha “Dona,” aed 
Spanish mea of-war were at once dispatched 
to demand of the U. 8. commander an ex- 
planation of hia conduct, but they had re- 
turned without finding him. 

It ia aaid the faeta of the case will at 
once be laid before the Home Government. 

The Havana papers, being mostly in the 
interest of th* Government, have but little 
to say in reference to the matter, and are 
extremely cautious in their utterances. The 
Diario, of the 10th, however, has an article 
on the subject, in which, after recapitulate 
ing the faota in the ease, hopes that the 
United States Government will not “enly 
give satisfaction to 8pain for the affront, 
but take ears to instruct its subordinate 
officers to be more careful in the discharge 
of their duties.” 

Tha editor quotes the case of the Trent, 
end arguee how near il time embroiling 

England and the United States in a war, 
and goes un to show that it would not be 
through ignoranee of international law that 
the American captain acted as he did. “If 
such proceedings are to be allowed,” the 
Diario wants to know “what guarantees or 
safety are neutral vessels to expect from 
United States vessels.”

Immediately after their capture at Shiloh, 
the rebels commenced robbing the Federal 
officers of their swords, and did not suspend 
their efforts until they had gotten posses- 
sion of nil that had not been broken. The 
Federal officers protested against this, aa 
contrary to tha usages of civilized warfare, 
but without avail. An officer of the Twelfth 
Iowa was informed by a rebel Colonel that 
he might keep hia sword. Soon after 
another rebel officer came along and demand- i 
ed it, and, upon it baing refused, he seized 
a musket and with the butt knocked the 
Federal officer down, and then took hie 
sword. The officer aeon after recovered 
hie 9enaee, but bad received an ugly wound, 
from which he did not recover in three 
months. 

All the Federal side arms were given up 
with the expvass promise, on the part of the 
rebel officers, tha^ they should be returned, 
whioh of course never happened. Watches, 
knives, ring*, everything followed their 
side arms ; protest or resistance wae use- 
less. A demand fer anything, not instant- 
ly complied with, would be enforced by a 
blow from the bntt of a pistol. 

From first to last, the rations of the na- 
tional prisoners were meager in quantity 
and miserable in quality — many times even 
loathsome. When complaints were made 
against such treatment, the invariable re- 
ply wae that it was the beat they eonld do; 
their own soldiers had no better, it was all 
owing to our blockade, 4c. In the same 
breath, however, they would declare that 
their armies were well fed, and their re- 
sources for carrying on the war abundant. 
While at Montgomery the prisoners would 
hare suffered from atarration had they not 
made clay pipes, hone rings, and other tri- 
fles, which they exchanged for food, in 
eating they were fed on wooden plates, with 
wooden forks and spoons, in eases where 
prisoners did not have money to purchase 
better articles. 

While at Montgomery our men were 
boused in open cotton sheds, with no floor 
to lie on, and without blankets. Many of 
the deaths may be directly traced to this ex- 
posure ia vermin-haunted sheds. Of the 
Shiloh prisoners over 100 privates and 15 
commissioned officers died during their con- 
finement, and, ae the Southern press re- 
fused to publish the names of those who 
died, the fate of many will never be known 
by their friends in the North. 

At Tuscaloosa our prisoners were subject- 
ed to the most brutal treatment imaginable. 
The first day of their arrival there one of 
our men, while sitting in a window, was 
■hot through th* head by th* guard, and 
fell into the street a corpse. Cape Lawler, 
of the Eighteenth Illinois, was placed in 
eloae confinement, heavily ironed, for two 
weeks, upon bread and water, for simply 
answering a question addressed to him by 
one of his own men. The guards were 
then ordered to shoot down without warn- 
ing any officer who might be seen talking 
to the Federal privates, and the sentinels 
actually wen) about with their guna cocked, 
ready to shoot any “Yankee’’ whose head 
might be teen at the window. The prison- 
ers at this plaoe were under charge of a 
blood-thirsty scoundrel named Henry 
Wirta, a German, who seemed to take es- 
pecial delight in sots of brutality. When 
the Tuscaloosa men were removed from hia 
charge to Montgomery, some were ao nearly 
starved that, on the hast, they fought and 
scrambled to get possesaion of the dirty rem- 
nants from the cabin table as they were 
thrown upon the deck below. On the passage 
one poor wretch, who was .too weak to clutch 
hie share, absolutely died from starvation. 
Two other poor devils, who were crawling 
along on all fours to get their share, being 
too weak to stand, were bayoneted off the 
boat. Another in the eame condition was 
bayoneted in the head, then knocked into 
the hold, and lay at the point of death for 
three months from hia wounds. 

Those whose constitutions were unequal 
to the task fell tick, and generally died 
from sheer neglect. Murder was a case of 
frequent occurrence. While at Montgom- 
ery the prisoners were permitted to get milk 
of a woman who lived in a house about thir- 
ty feet aslant from the prison. Th* prison- 
ers would take their canteens, pass in a 
single file to the window of the house, leave 
them, and the next moruing, in the same 
order, proceed to the window and receive 
ihe canteens filled with milk. 

One day Lieutenant Bliss, of the Second 
Missouri Battery, was a little late to join 
th* precession, but, a short time after, he 
went to the window and asked the woman 
for the milk. 

“Come away from there, you Yankea — 
of a b — r* said the sentinel, bringing his 
gun to his shoulder. 

“In one moment,” replied tha Lieutenant, 
as he reached in, took hie canteen, and 
turned towards the prison. Something in 
the sentry's eye caught his attention. 

“My Godl you don't mean to murder me?” 
said ha, but had scarcely uttered the words 
when be fell lo the earth, shot through the 
heart. 

Another murder in Macon took plaoe on 
the 2d of July. A prisoner stood leaning 
against a tree a short distance from the 
sentry line. He was, without a word of 
warning, shot down by the sentinel and 
died the next day. At thia place the guards 
were ordered by Major Ryland to shoot 
down, without even halting them, any pris- 
oners who might approach within ten feet 
of the guard line. When thia same officer, 
who was once a Methodist parson, was ap- 
pealed to, on the ground of Christianity, to 
supply some additional comforts for those 
who were dying in the hospitals, he replied 
that he had put off the robes of righteous- 
ness and pat on those of death. He aaid 
that he thought that neglecting the tick 
Yankees was the best way to getrid of them. 

W hen Lientenant Jackson, of the Twelfth 
loan, died, his friends desired that a Ten- 
nessee clergyman — a prisoner — might be 
allowed to officiate at his fhnerai, but Ry- 
land refused, unless a rebel preacher wae 
allowed t* be present and taka part in the 
ceremonies. In one case a rebel had a 
raior- strop which he claimed was cov- 
ered with a piece of Yankee ekin. An- 
other had a purse made from the same ma- 
terial. A third wore oatenta'iously upon 
hia heal a spur which he asserted was made 
from the jaw-bone of a Yankee invader. 

f^^The Kentucky correspondent of the 
Cincinnati Times relates the following 
slightly doubtful atory: 

The darkies of Secession masters still 
continue to flock into camp. There ia in 
camp her* a regular witty darkey, who 
formerly belonged to a Mr. Duncan, now 
in the rebel army. Thia negro oan read 
and write — in feet, ia a well educated man. 
Yesterday some Kentuckians who had lost 
several slaves had posted up around the en- 
campment: “One Hundred Dollars Reward! 
Ran away from the subscriber, my man 
Bob,” ke. 

Jim Duncan — as the boys call him — soon 
after issued the following, and placed it bo- 
aide the other “advy:” 

“50 CENTS REWARD. 

“Ran away from die chile, an' leff him 
all alone to take care of hisael f, after I done 
worked twenty-six years fhilhfully for him, 

“MY MASSA, ‘BILL DCNCAB.’ 

“Mass* Bill is suppaaed to have done 
gone off wid the seceshers for to hunt for 
got hia rights, and I speck he done 
lost. Any person ‘turnin' him to me, 
so dat he can take care of me — aa he alters 
said ‘Nigga couldn’t take care of hisself — 
will be mueh obliged tadia ehila. 

“N. B. — Persons huntin for him please 
look in all de ‘last diehes,’ aa I often heerd 
him talk about goin' into th* diehia buai- 
neea. Jut.’ 

The “poster ’ created a great deal of 
merriment in camp, while the Kentucky 
residents who eame aeroae it thought Jim a 
mighty “sassy nigger ”

Bigel yesterday moved his command to 
the neighborhood of Centerville, and estab- 
lished hia headquarters there. 

A man arrived ia the eity last night 
direct from Richmond. He was a team- 
ster in the Federal army, and was oaptured 
in the first battle of Bull Run. He saye he 
■aw the Merrimae lying near Rocketts as 
he passed down, and thinks she ia nearly 
ready for aervie*. She haa had all the iron 
plates placed on her and looks as if she 
would b* an ugly customer. He heard 
persona say, who aaw tha old Merrimae, 
that thia on* ia similar in construction and 
plan, though not so large, and will be more 
easily handled.

Priladblpbia, Oet. 22. 

The Richmond Whig, of the 20th, con- 
tains an editorial on the affaire in Ken- 
tucky. This retrogsde movement has pro- 
foundly disappointed and mortified our 
people, and dashed the fond hopea they had 
formed of liberating Kentucky and Tennes- 
see. W* had reasonably expected from. 
Bragg's magnificent army, something more' 
than a mere incursion to the neighborhood 
of the Ohio river. W* had anticipated 
something more than boastful orders and 
Bounding proclamations. Wa had formed 
exhalted hopea of the great expedition 
which he lead nearly up to Leuiaville. His 
long delay at Tupalo; hia hesitancy at 
Chattanooga; his tardy advance into Ken- 
tucky, had shaken the public confidence;

an opportunity remained for the consumma- 
tion of the grand objects of the campaign. 
It ia all over now. The Kentucky move- 
ment in the hands of Bragg has turned 
out to be simply a fizzle. It baa been from 
th* beginning to end a brilliant blander 
and magnificent failure. 

Naw Tone, Oct. 23. 

Specials contain very little news. A 
Sharpsburg speeiai to th* Times cave a 
prisoner oaptured during th* late reoon- 
noissance states the enemy have not over : 
20,000 troop* at any one point in Virginia. < 
On account of our extended line, he ie nec- 1 
teearily obliged t* scatter his f ureas sad 
keep a vigilant watch all along the river. 
The army is daily expecting a supply of 
clothing, shoes, ke. The force at the ex- 
treme right of the line, in the vicinity of 
Hancock, haa been greatly strengthened 
within the past two daya. This has caused 
a movement of two or three divisions fur- 
ther up the river. Yarioua rumors are 
afloat in reference to the ftiture disposition 
of the army. The men are derirous either 
to offer battle or go into winter quarters. 
Nearly 300 soldiers, having been found in 
Sharpeburg without proper peases, have 
been sent to Harper a Ferry to work on the 
roads and bridges.

Yesterday, Captain Duncan made a re- ! 
eonnoissaneetoHedgesville with two squad- 
rons of tha Fourth Peansyl vania cavalry, 
numbering one hundred and forty men. 
Uedgesville is seven miles northwest of 
Martinaburg, and one mile from North 
Mountain, on the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road. Captain Dunean drove the rebel 
pickets into the town, and then eharged the 
main body of the rebels, taking nineteen 
prisoners, including three offioers. They 
all belonged te the Tenth Virginia cavalry, 
except a Lieutenant from the Second South 
Carolina regiment. 

None of Capt. Duncan a men were hurt. 
Refugees state that the rebels left Mar- 
ti ns burg on Tuesday. It is believed a por- 
tion of them went to Williamsport and a 
part to Shepardstown. 

The destruction of property belonging to 
th* Baltimore and Ohio Railroad has with- 
in the peat few days been made complete.

Clothing for the Confederate's. 

Covington, Oct. 14, 18b2. 
The great scarcity of wool, compared ar .ih 
the wants of the Confederacy, has been, 
and still continues to be, a source of anni- 
ety to our people. It is now selling at a 
prioe whieh almost places it beyond th* 
reach of the poorer classes, with the pros- 
pect of a still further advance as the wi» 
ter approaches. In this county a substitute 
for wool is now being made into a cloth by 
a great many persons, with the design of 
using their wool fbr our9oldier9 in the field. 
This substitute is cow hair. The cloth made 
of it ia perhaps not quite so smooth as that 
made of wool, but is heavier, and, no doubt, 
will be nearly, if not equally, aa warm, and 
will last fully as well. 

Th* hair is washed perfectly clean, and 
pulled or beat ao as to have no bunches. 
After it is wall dried it ie ready for use. 
Like wool for ordinary doth, it is used enly 
for “filling.'' and mixed with about one- 
third cotton. The common and easier way 
of mixing is by ginning it with the cotton, 
although it could be, I suppose, mixed fhlly 
as well by “carding. If the same quantity, 
in weight, of seed-cotton and hair are 
thoroughly mixed and placed in the gia 
after the seed are seperated, the cotton lint 
will be about one-third of the hair. The 
hreaei of the gin should be a little raised, 
or the hair will cause the saws to ekokn. 
Cow hair, thus mixed with cotton, may be 
earded. spun, and made into cloth, with n* 
fllfffb trouble than is required for wool or 
cotton. The hair can be purehaaed at the 
tanneries at fifteen or twenty cents per 
bushel. It Is the cheapest material that 
can now be had for making oloth, and it ie 
to be hoped that all who have aegroea to 
elothe, and have cards and wheel* and % 
loom, and can get the hair, will use it in- 
stead of their wool, keeping the latter for 
our soldiers. Madisom. 

Incidents and Axvcdotzs or thr War. 
On the eecond day of the battle of Corinth 
Mrs. Wilson and daughter, who reside in 
a cottage just behind Battery Richardson, 
discovering that they were in about aa hot 
a place as could be found, fled from thaiy 
dwelling, aud dropped down into a thirty 
foot well, the storm of lead and iron whii- 
zing harmlessly above them. But in the 
midst of ihe battle a horse, which tied fran- 
tically over the field, attempted to leap 
across the mou h of the well, but struck the 
windlass and his hindquarters fell into the 
orifice. The poor women expected to be 
crushed. The kora* struggled furiously 
with hia fore feet, and the women waited 
their fate in horror. At last, however, the 
horse bv desperate efforts extricated him- 
self, and they were saved. 

HORRORS OF THE FIELD. 

The matg of hair about the battle-deld of 
Corinth presented a moat forbidding spec- 
tacle. The apots where men fell wer® 
saturated with blood, and to-day you can 
distinctly discern 'he exact position where 
many died by their hair. It wa9 impossi- 
ble to bury all the dead within two days. 
During that period thoir bodies were hor- 
ribly swollen, and when the burying par- 
ties took them up for interment, every par- 
ticle ot hair fell from their heads in a maas 
and spread out upon the ground like circu- 
lar mats. 

FOFE S FALL PREDICTED. 

A graphic atory is related about Gen.

It hen General Pope 
was starting for Washington to tsk* com- 
mand of the army of Virginia, he sent one 
of his staff back for something he had left 
at his old head-quarters.

1 had wished to 
say these things to you, and other things 
also. I cannot renounce the opportunity 
of doing so without much regret; bnt you 
will not want eloquent voices and gene- 
rous spirits. These councils of intelligence 
convoked from time to time are efficacious. 
The problems of the age are pressing u* — 
they come — they are there. Th* moment ip 
come when we should be prepared to receive 
them, and to raise the old warning ery of 
the Romans — Ad porta! ! 1 pray you, gen- 

tlemen, to be my interpreter to the con- 
gress, and to receive the assurance of iuy 
warm cordiality. Victor Hugo.”

The Machinists at Portsmouth 
Gone to the Rebels* 

Ail Reports About McClellan’s Re- 
moval False. 

Mexican's Preparing to Resist the 
French. 

[Special to the St. Louis Bspnhlioaa.] 

Cairo, Ootobor 21. 

Th« J. D. Ptrry boa Arrived from 8t. 
Louis to-day. She reports $11 quiet at 
Commerce. The rebel* hove taken them- 
selves off $■ unceremoniously as they took 
posseaeion. We have learned no particulars 
of their present whereabouts. 

There is a startling rumor current on the 
street to-day, to the effect that the rebel* 
have captured Island No. 10. I have been 
at some pain* to investigate the origin of 
the report, and am satisfied that it ia un- 
true. The military authorities have not 
heard of it, if it be true. The information 
purport* to have eomo by telegraph from 
Columbu*. There are too many heavy gun* 
at the island /or any force the rebel* can 
bring against it. 

A soldier wa* killed to-day, at Columbu*. 
by th* accidental explosion of an unused 
aud supposed to be empty shell. He threw 
the shell into the fire, when it exploded 
with a terrifio noise, lodging a mass of 
■battered and splintered iron in the leg of 
the aoldier. Amputation was performed, 
but it was found impossible to save hi* life. 

Nearly six hundred rebel prisoners ar- 
rive t to-day from Loniaville upon the flag 
of truoe boat McCombs, and are anchored 
in the stream awaiting transportation to 
Viokeburg. This will be joined By the 
three hundred already here, and together 
leave for Dixie. 

Gen. 8herman, it is reported, propose* 
putting hostages upon all steamers running 
between Cairo and Helena, to stand in the 
pilot-house and take the same chances of 
being shot as the pilots. Firing upon boats 
is alarmingly frequent. On the morning 
of the 18th, the Catahoula, five miles below 
Memphis, was fired into by guerrillas, and 
several passengers wounded, one seriously. 
The steamer Meteor was also attacked the 
same day, at the same place, and compelled 
to return. 

The Grenada Appeal of the 7lh has a 
dispatch from Chattanooga, claiming an 
immense Confederate victory at 1'erryville, 
Kentucky, killing, wounding, and captar- 
ing twenty -eight thousand Pederals. It says 
Buell was driven across the Kentucky river. 

The Confederate foree at Holly springs 
is estimated at fifty thousand, fifteen thou- 
sand Texans hsving joined Prices few days 
•inoe. So says rumor. 

In the attack on the Gladiator referred 
to in another dispateh, two were killed, two 
mortally wounded, and twenty slightly 
wounded. 

Baltimobi, OcL 28. 

The American's special correspondence 
from Harper's Ferry says the troops ars 
in great glee over the success of ths ex- 
pedition which returned yesterday from a 
visit to London county, having driven out 
all the guerrillas between Harper’s Fsrry 
and Leesburg, taking fifty prisoner and 
thirty horses. 

Rumors from Washington that ths rebels 
are leaving Winchester are known to be 
unfounded, and fresh troops are sent daily 
from Richmond there. The rebels are mass- 
ing txoope in the Shenaudoah Valley, end 
have ocoupied the whole l;ne of the Balti- 
more and Ohio Railroad, from Harpers I 
Ferry to Paxton's Cut. 

It is evident that low water ia the Poto- 
mac operates on the movements of both 
emiee, the rebels feeling safe between Mar- 
tiasburg sal Winchester, so long as the 
Potomac is everywhere fordable. 

Qea. McClellan is thus compelled t> keep 
his army scattered along the river in dis- 
tance of thirty miles. It is evidently im- 
possible for him to move on the enemy in 
fores— should he attempt to mass his forces 
ths rebels would cross again in Maryland 
above, and return to Virginia by the time 
he reached them. 

So soon as ws have rain enough to raise 
the river, no donbt but the oommanders of 
both armies will act. 

Gov. Letcher’s recommendation, to destroy 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, as far as 
is known, has been carried oat to its full 
extent, from Harper’s Ferry to ten miles 
beyond Martinsburg, by the burning of 
sross-ties, water-stations, and bridges, and 
tfe# fikli ing of cuts and carrying off rails.

Newsboys, pedlars, &c., are 
to close their business immediately or be 
arrested and have their goods conflsoaled. 
All establishments must be olosed at 10 p. 
M. Persons on the streets after half-past 
ten will be arrested and confined in the 
guard-house until morning. 

The steamer Rowena reports all quiet in 
Memphis. The rebels hare retreated to 
Grand Prairie. 

WAaniHaTOir, Oet. 23. 
Little if any importance is attached to ths 
rumors which are occasionally received 
here and elsewhere, that Gen. McClellan is 
to be superceded by Gen. Hooker, in the 
command of the Army of the Potomao. In- 
quiry has been made, to-day, in usually 
well informed cireles; but nothing is known, 
whatever, to give any basis for such re- 
ports, betides Gen. Hooker has not recover- 
ed from the effects of his wound to take the 
field. 

A number of merchants and othsr busi- 
ness men are urging the execution of 
such measures as will speedily open the en- 
tire Mississippi river to commerce. It is 
believed that plans with this view are un- 
der consideration. 

A correspondent from Mexieo shows that 
the constituted authorities there are mak- 
ing the best preparations in their power to 
resist further invasion of the country by 
the French. 

The James Gray, plying between Wash- 
ington and Alexandria, exploded her boiler 
while lying at the wharf at the latter city 
this morning, killing a fireman, and slightly 
inj uring the oaptain.

Letter from Bowlinggreen-Trib- 
ute to Col. Bruce. 

Bowmeogesks, Kt., Oct. 22, 1862. 

Messrs. Editors : Deeming that a few items 
from the “ isolated city ’ may prove of some 
interest to your readers, I have concluded 
to write. 

Bowlinggreea has long figured in print 
as one of the noted places around which 
duster the memorable transaotions of this 
tragie war. W hen the 11 stars and bars ” 
waved from her fortified kills, many corres- 
pondents were at hand to record the daily 
transactions and praise the General then 
in eommrnd. Bat since the “stripes ” have 
superseded the u bars,” the press has been 
strangely silent In reference to this point; 
and hs who haa so long faithfully guarded 
the flag of our glorious Union, ever jealous 
of her rights, and beneath her folds admin- 
istering impartial justice to all within the 
limits of his command; he, who*9 prompt 
vigilance and energetio movements have 
saved the poet from being rs- occupied by 
the enemy, ia Col. 8. L> Bruce. But few 
have taken up the pen to state jthe facts 
and accord honor where it ia justly due. 

As the name “ Bruce ” became historic in 
Soottlsh wars, so will ths name descend to 
posterity as one of the meritorious in this, 
the great struggle of freedom. 

As the name of “ Bruce,” of Scottish re- 
nown, was a terror to his enemies, so is the 
name now a terror to the guerrilla hordes 
of central and southern Kentuoky. 

Col. Bruce has acquired, in this section 
of the country, a wide reputation for candor 
and honesty ia all his dealings. He lends 
a willing ear to the complaints of all, and 
quickly gives a decision for the right of 
either party. He is almost as famous as a 
“Judge," as hs is for hit fighting qualities. 

With but a limited command he has ren- 
dered important services for his sountry; 
which the Government eannot easily for- 
geL and performed dashing achievements of 
which a Major-General might well be proud. 
He lies not idly In his #amp, depending 
alone upon pickets to warn him of ths ap- 
proach of a foe, but Is constantly on the 
move. Pickets, with him, are but a eeconu- 
ary means of finding out ths presence of the 
enemy ; his secret-servioe men and scouting 
parties being the prime safe-guard of his 
oommand. 

His troops find bat little rest; they will 
not become demoralised from inactivity, 
but grow hardened by exposure, and cool 
as veterans from the various expeditions 
planned and put into execution by their 
General. 

His oavalry are sadly jaded from the 
hard duties whioh they have to per- 
form. He awaits not th* organisation of 
a guerrilla band before he moves in the 
matter, but, pouncing upon it, with one 
sweeping blow he nips the organisation ia 
the very bud. Hence his success t His 
cavalry scours the oountry for miles around, 
always having an sys te suspieions-looking 
individuals and the gather. o^e of secret 
hands. Hs lsaras of the collecting of a 
foroe forty or fifty mile# distant; he waits 
nol ths attask, but, dashing upon them, 
completely surprises and disperses them. 

His command is but small, consisting of 
•at over • • • • • men, all told, and yet, 
with this foree, cot off from all communica- 
tion with the “outer world,’’ with an ene- 
my threatening him on three sides, he wa* 
not only able to hold his position, but in- 
flict severe blows upon those who were plan- 
ing his overthrow. 

Russellville, Red Springs, end Hopkins- 
ville, are bright gems in the crown of 
glory which he has woven for himself! 
Give him a sufficient command, and he will 
soon sweep the soil of his native State of 
all the thieving bands which now infest it. 
Here he is idohied by his command, and 
regarded with a sense of terror by his ene-

Kentucky, ths Nsw Albany Ledger, at 14# t 

evening, makes the following remarks: 

The campaign of Gen. Buell in Kentucky 
is, as far as the pursuit of Bragg s army 

was concerned, ended — ended, it is true, 
without the capture of Bragg, or without 
fighting any decisive battle. We cannot 
say, however, that the campaign has been 
barren of results to the Union cause. 
Bragg » immense army of over 80,000 men 
entered Kentucky for the purpose of pos- 
sessing and holding it, and to establish in 
that State the Confederate to the displace- 
ment of the Federal authority. It entered 
the State to capture and occupy its priaei- 
pal towns; and it was unquestionably the 
rebel programme and the fondest hope of 
Gen. Bragg himself to winter his army on 
the banks of the Ohio river, and to make 
Indiana and Ohio contribute to the supply 
ef their wants. 

Gen. Buell has disappointed this hope, 
and has driven back the invaders to the 
deeolated and despoiled regions of East 
Tennessee. He has saved Kentucky from 
the horrors which would have followed its 
occupation by the rebels — he has saved the 
State tor he Union. Let honor be given him 
for thii great, though almost bloodless, 
achievement. To be sure, bloodly battles 
were looked for; but if he has accomplished 
so great a work without them does it not 
add to the fame of hie military genius t 

Why Buell did not Prases Beaog. — 
The New Albany Ledger professes to have 
information from army officers, which, if 
true, and we think it highly probable, 
throws considerable light on the question, 
why Gen. Buell did not pursue Bragg into 
Tenaesse. The Ledger says . 

It is evident that tbe intention of the 
rebels is to concentrate their forces un- 
der Price, Van Dorm, Breokinridge, 
and Bragg, as rapidly aa possible, 
within supporting distance of each other, 
and make a simultaneous move on Nash- 
ville, which ia regarded by the rebels as 
the most important strategic point in the 
Southwest. Gen. Negley, we are informed, 
has transmitted information to this effect 
to Gen. Buell, and asked him*to hasten to 
Nashville. We are satisfied that this re- 
port of Negley s action ie true. It will now 
be a raoe between Buell's army and tho 
rebels which can reach Nashville ffret. 

Impobtant to Bteamboatmen. — The Col- 
lector of the port of Louisville has received 
the following important communication 
from Rear Admiral Porter, of the Missis- 
sippi Squadron : 

Cairo, OcL 17, 18G2. 
Sir: I have instructed the vessels under 
my command to permit no vessels to land 
below Cairo at places unoccupied by Union 
forces.

I. No person will be permitted to pur- 
chase and ship into the interior of the 
State any goods, wares, or merchandise for 
retail oountry trade, withont first taking 
the oath of allegiance and procuring a per- 
mit of the Colleotor of Customs, under ths 
rules and regulations of the Treasury De- 
partmenL 

II. Persons notoriously disloyal, or per- 
sons who have given aid or comfort by word 
or deed to insurgents in rebellion in their 
recent raid into Kentuoky, will not be 
allowed to purchase and ship for trade to 
the interior or Southern borders of the 
8tate, any goods, wares, or merchandise. 

No permita given to this class of persona 
will be respected, and all gooda attempted 
to be shipped by them, in violation of this 
order, will b« soiled and confiscated by due 
process of law. 

III. All classes of carriers, by land 
and water, will see that permits, duly au- 
thorised, are granted the party or par ice 
before shipment ef goods. 

IV. All Federal officers and true loyal 
eitisens will seise any contraband goods 
shipped by any route into the State, and 
report the same to these Headquarters.
